|. more, in which weare afcertained of the Prince of 0- 
range his utmoſt power; ſuch nevertheleſſe we apprehend 
the importance of the Queenes being in England , that we 
had gone this laſt weeke, and expected the coming of chat ' 
after, had not an unſcaſonable complement from your 
fide ftopt us, till this expreſſe ſent ro you : rhe fleet is now 
ready, and this weeke we certainly goe, ifchoſe counſels, 
orchances, that move to dilatory reſolutions, move not 
more effeQually then the certaine advantages of our ex- 
pedition and diſpatch from hence, all our affaires now 


done, and nothing more to be expeted, That you may

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know hpon what grounds we gce, and what {ccuritic we 
expe@rhere, and what advamage you in the Sourffarero 
derive from ic , you muſt know we have ſent oyer 10090. 
foot armes, bcfides the Garriſon neere 20co horſe armes, 
and 20 pecce of Canon, we bring over wagons and all ac» 
commodationto march ſo ſoon as we arrive, we carry ve- 
ry conſiderable Officers from hence, and by the advice 
we receive from that fide 8000 menare on foot already, 
6 Tropps of Horſe, and the eſt will not belong on rai. 
ſing afrer we come there, Generall Xing is deligned for 
Lievtenant-gencra!l, bath been with the Queen, and will 
be ſuddenly there. From Denmarke are likewiſe ſent Arms 
for 10000 foot, and 1500 horſe, with a traine of Artille. 
ry,. and every thing proportionable, tothe very Drums 
and Halbards: Two good menof warre come their Cone 
voy, and in theman Embaſſadour to His Majeſty, a per- 
ſon of great qualitic in Deawaerke, I hope it will be a ge- 
nerall care there to ſce him Nobly treated, for the enter= - 
tjoment and neglcR of.che laſt was much complainedof, 
and is ſo much iaſented by the King, that it had like, to 
bave fruſtrated all our: cxpeRations in thac Court, had 
not Cochran very bandſomcly eyadcd it, he comes along, 
with the Embaſladoury with whom if you cacounter you 
will communicate ſome Propoſitions of : great impor» 
tance , which in how much the fewer hands they are car- 
ried, will be fo.much the bener liked by thera youareto 
deale with, if my imploymentinthis affaire may fall up- 
oa your ſervant that writes to you, I know you willoot 
be unmindfull of him. 

We have great appichenſions here by ſomething imci- 
mated fiom my Lord of Hlland, of a treaty further cn- 
ered into then we have adveniſement of, or can well ap- 
prove, 


prove; We have confidemily bek eved your approaching 
| Londoy, (it you had not made too long ſtay upontthe way ) 
would have determined that matter, and what the dith- 
culties aze now of that We cannor yet underſtand, for if 
iote}ligerce from hence came as freely to you as to us, 
- the Kigs partie there ate very conſiderable, and full of 
that expectaticn, and aday or two lofle of time by the 
late-cxample of Hwll, may be judged of what contrary 
conſequences it may produce, 

We heare my Lord of &fſex approaches Londew, but 
belceve he will be ſo waired on by the Kings Horſe, not 
to ter him joyne with their Forces there, being now ſo 
kme ag Army without Horſe or Canon, as tbe Relations 
you ſend hither makes him to be, We belteverhe Kings 
Horſe. likewile, now ſo great a body., that.it will be as 
troubleſome as unneceflary for them-to {ubbiſt rogetber, 
' ard thinke ſo many Troops might be well ſparedasmighc 
be ſent into Kent, to countenance a partie to be fer on 
foore there, which according tQ Gur incelligence. here 
wovld urdoubredly be found very affcRionate and confi- 
derable, ſo that by ſparing 500 Horſe, you might poſli- 
bly adde to your Army 5000 Foote, to be imployed up- 
on the River on that fide the Towne, 

If the unhappy interception had not come of the laſt 
weeks Letters, we had undoubtedly been with you on the 
other fide in Norfolk and Eſſex, within three weekes, and 
in that condition having all the Kingdome behigde us on 
every (ide, it will not be hard to judge whether ſhould 
have been betrer able to ſubſiſt, they within the Towne, 
or the Kings Army without ; admit my Lord of Eſſex 
were gotten in, or that the Towne had not yeelded ir 
(cite ſo ſoone as you had approached, you may yer cer-

rainly preſume on this, that our being once on foote wc 
ſhall be ablero collcR for you all the 400000 |. Subſidies, 
univerſally rhroughout the Kingdome, which will mxke 
the Kings Army ſubſiſt, and weare out theirs, beſides 
which the money we bring; what we expe from Dex. 
marke, and France, arcAllencouragements to makeus cx- 
pe no Treaties tobe admitred, bur upon termes of great 
advantage and honour to His Majeſty, thoſe you are beſt 
able to judge of upon the place. It the' King have uſc of 
them, I am confident you may expe from France, (fo 
ſoone as you ſer footing in Kemt, and ſhall intimate you 
defire the ſame the three Regiments of His Majeſtics 
own SubjeRs there imployed,under Colonell #4, Colo- 
nell Fitz. williams, and Colonell Beling : your Letters di. 
reed to Newcaſtle will dire our addreſſes to France, for 
I hope wee ſhall yet be there before you can returne any 
inanſwer tothis.

this letter from Holland came up to London in a 
Graveſend.boar, intending to land at Brainford, and 
therefore for the mare expedition ſhot the Bridge , Which 
being perceived by one of the Pinaces that lie on this ſide 
for the guard of the ( ity and Parliament, and being known 
to be a Gravclend-boat, which al wayes land on the other 
fide at Billinſgate : they called tothem to know their buſi- 


neſſe ; But they not regarding their ſummons ſtill poſted. 


away, Whereupon the men in the ſhip made after them and 


hald themin,examined the Gentleman , and having fome. 


ſuſpition ſearcht him , and found this with ſome other 
letters about him ; whereupon they preſently carried him 


up to the Parliament, where after examination bis letters 


were taken from him, and he committed to ſafe cuſtody.
